tified and  continued  by  the  PreltcUtit  of 
tba  U.iited  States,  with  the  advice  and 
«£>  ifent  of  the  Sen  ite,  which  convention 
fo  ratified  is  in  the  form  folloyii  z,:

The  Premier  Coni*ul  of  tl>e  French  Re- 
public In  the  name  of  the  people  of 
France,  aud  the  President  of  the  united 
States  of  America,  equally  defirous  to 
terminate  the  differences  which  have 
arifen  between  the  two  States,  have  rc- 
fpectrvely  appointed  their  plenipotentia- 
ries, and  given  them  full  powers  to  treat 
upon  thofe  differences,  and  10  terminate 
the  fame;  that  is  to  fay,  the  Premier 
Conful  of  the  Fceuch  Republic,  in  the 
name  of  ihp  people  of  Trance,  has  ap- 
pointed for  the  Plenipotentiaris  of  the 
faid  Republic,  the  citizen?  Jofqjh  Buo- 
■  apart  ,  ex- Ambaffador  at  Rome  and 
Cojnfelloroi  State  1  Charles  Pierre  Cla- 
ret r'letirieu,  niewbef  of  the  National 
In:V>tute,  a  id  of  the  Hoard  of  Longitude, 
ef  Fraice,  and  Counfellar  of  Srat«, 
t'retidemt  of  the  Section  of  Marine  ; 
and  Pierre  Loint  Rslercr,  Member  of 
the  National  Inllitdte  of  France,  apd 
Cou;irell.jr  of  State,  Present  of  the 
Section  of  the  Interi  ar :  a«-i  the  Preli- 
dent  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
fcy  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of 
tho  Senate  of  the  fa  id  S'a'es,  has  appoint- 
ed for  their  Plenipotentiaries,  Oliver 
F.Ufworth,  Chief  Jdftfce  of  the  United  || 
States,  VViH  am  K  ieharciibn  Da»ie,  late 
Governor  of  the  State  of  N>>uh-Cai  o- 
Tiua,  and  William  Vans  Murray;  Mini- 
ster fefident  of  the  United  Slates  at  the 
Jlt^'ie;  who,  after  hiving  exchanged 
their  full  powers,  and  after  fori  and  ma- 
nure difcuiiion  of  th?  refpective  interefts, 
jjjve  agreed  on  the  foiloe/mg  articks. 

Article  U  There  .flu  II  be.  a  fti  m,  invio- 
lable, and  univerl.il  peaceianda  true  and 
$ncere  friendfhip between  the  French,  Re- 
public and  the  United  States  o.  America  ; 
and  between  their  refpetive  countries, 
lerrito.riestcities.towns  and  people,  wuh- 
fut  exception  of  perio ujj  or  places. 

A**.  %.  The  Minjfters  Plenipotentiary 
ff  the  two  parties  not  being  able  toagree 
at  prefect  respecting  tbe  treaty  of  alliance 
of  rjfh  Feb.  17^0,  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
Commerce  of  the  fame  date,  and  the  con- 
vention of  14t.l1  of  November  1788,  nor 
upon  the  indemnities  mutually  due  or 
claimed i  ,tb*  parties  will  negocijte  fur- 
ther on  thlefe  fubjertj  at  a  convenient 
time,  and  until  they  may  have  agreed 
rjp.on  thefe  points,  the  faid  treaties  and 
convention  (ball  have  no  operation,  and 
the  relations  of  the  two  countries  fliall  be 
regulated  as  follow*. 

Art.  3.  The  public  fhips,  which  have 
been  taken  on  one  part,  and  the  other,  or 
w'  ich  may  be  taken  before  the  exchange 
dr  ratifications,  fball  he  reftored. 

Art.  4.  Property  captured,  and  not 
yet  definitively  condemned,  or  which  may 
toa-csptared  before  tbe  exchange  cf  rati-  j 
Creations  (contraband  goods  deflined  to  | 
an  enemy's  port  excepted,)  fttfl  ba  mu-  j 


tually  reftored  on  the  following  proofs  of 
ownerfhip  ;  \\z.  The  proof  on  both  fides 
with  relpecl  to  merchant  (hips,  whether 
armed  or  unarmed,  fiull  be  a  paflport  in 
the  form  following:

"  It  is  hereby  made  known  that  leave 
and  permifflon  has  been  given  to

the  a<5t  Whereof  (hall  be  put  at  tbe  end  of 
thefe  prcTents,  as  likewil'e  Ntftt  he  will 
keep  and  caufe  to  be  kept  by  his  crew  pn 
board,  the  marine  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions, and  enter  in  the  proper  office  a  lift 
n^n;d  and  witneffed,  containing  the 
names  and  furnames,  the  places  ot  birth 
and  abode  of  the  crew  of  his  (hip  and  of 
all  who  (hall  embark  011  board  her  ;  whom  j 


they  fhall  think  proper.  The  citizens  and 
inhabitants  of  either  of  the  two  countries 
who  (ball  be  heirs  of  goods,  moveable  or 
immovable,  in  the  c>',icr,  fhall  be  able  to 
fucceed  ab  intestato,  who  without  bting 
obliged  to  obtain  letters  of  nasalization 
and  wuhout  having  the  effect.  0f  this  pro- 
vifion  contefled  or  impeded,  under  any 
pretext  whatever  -  and  the  faid  heirs, 
whether  fuch  by  particular  title,  or  abin- 
testate., (ball  be  exempt  from  every  duty 
whatever  in  both  countries.  It  is  agreed 
that  this  article  fhail  in  no  manner  dero- 
gate from  the  laws  w!:;ch  either  ftate 
may  now  have  in  force,  or  hereafter  may 
enact,  to  prevent  emigration  ;  andalfo 
that  in  cafe  the  laws  of  either  of  the  two 
ftates  fhould  reftrain  llrangers  from  the 
exercife  of  tbe  rights  of  property  with 
refpeel  to  real  eftate,  fuch  real  eflate 
may  be  fold,  or  othetwife  dif;  ofed  of,  to 
citizens  cr  inhabitants  of  the  country 
wher>  it  may  be,  and  the  other  nation 
fhall  be  at  JljMKty  to  enact  fimilar  laws. 

An.  5.  To  fav  oi'  ccrr.merce  on  both 
fides,  it  is  Igripjj  that  1:1  cafe  a  war 
fliould  break  out  between  the  two  nation*, 
wlikh  God  forbid,  the  term  of  fix  months 
after  the  declaration  of  war  (hall  be  al- 
lowed to  the  merchants  and  other  ci- 
he  (lull  not  take  on  hoard  without  tbe  !|  liiens  and  inhabitants  re/pectively,  on 
kno-whdge  andpermiffion  of  the  officers  |'  "ne       ancl  'he  other,  durjhg  which  time 


of  the  marine,  2nd  in  every  port  or  b 
ven  where  he  fhall  enter  with  his  (hip,  he 
(ball  (hew this  prefent  lenve  to  the  officers 
and  puiges  of  the  marine,  and  (lull  gjvp 
a  frill, ful  account  to  them  of  what  puled 
and  was  done  during  his  voynge  (  and  lie 
fliall  carry  the  colour*,  arms  andcfigus 
of  the  (French  Republic,  or  the  United 
States)  during  his  voyage,  in  witnefs 
whereof  we  have  figned  thefe  prefents. 
and  put  the  feal  of  our  arms  thoreurito, 
and  caufed  tbe  fame  to  be  ccui.terligned 
by  at  the  day  of 

Anno  Domini" 
And  this  paffport'wijl  be  fiuficient  with- 
out any  other  papier,  any  ordinance  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding :  which 
paHport  (hall  not  be  deem&d  requifite  te 
have  been  renewed  or  recalled,  whatever 
number  of  voyages  the  laid  fiiip  may  have 
made,  unlefs  ihe  fliall  have  returned  home 
within  the  fpace  cf  a  year.— Proof  with 
refpect  to  the  cargo,  iliall  be  certificates 
containing  the  feveral  particulars  of 
the  cargo,  tbe  place  whence  the  (hip 
failed,  and  whether  !be  is  bound,  fo  that 
the  forbidden  and  contraband  goods 
may  be  diltinguiflied  by  the  certificates  ; 
which  certificates  fliall  have  been  made 
out  bv  the  officers  of  the  place  whence 
the  (hip  fet  faH,  i  n  the  accuflom- 
ed  form  of  the  country.  And  if  fuch 
paflport  or  certificates,  or  both  (ball  have 
been  deftroyed  by  accident,  or  taken  away 
by  force,  their  deficiency  maybe  fupp'ied 
by  fuch  other  proofs  of  ewnerfhip,  as  are 
adn.ilTableby  the  general  ufage  of  nations- 
Proof  with  refpect  to  other  than  merchant 
fhns,  fliall  be  the  commiflion  thev  bear. 

This  article  (ball-  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  the  (ignatu're  of  the  prefent  con 
vention.  And  if,  from  the  date  of  the 
bud  a^hire, any  property  fhail  be  con- 
demned contrary  to  the  intent  of  the 
faid  convention,  before  the  knowledge  of 
this  flipulation  (hall  be  obtained;  the 
prqperty  fo  condemned  (hall,  without  de- 
lay be  reftored  or  paid  for. 

Art.  5.  The  debts  contracted  by  one 
of  the  two  nations  with  individuals  of 
the  other,  or  by  the  individuals  of  one 
with  the  individual!  of  the  other,  fhall 
be  p^id,or  the  payment  mav  be  profecu- 
ted  in  the  fame  manner  as 'if  there  had 
been  no  mifunderftandingbetween  thetwo 
(btes.  But  this  claufe  fliall  not  extend  to 
indemnities  claimed  on  account  of  cap- 
tures 01  confifcations. 

Art.  6.  Commerce  between  the  par- 
ties ffiaJl  be  free.  Tbe  Veffels  of  the  two 
nationa  and  their  privateers,  as  well  as 
their  prizes,  fliall  be  treated  in  the  ref- 
peotive  ports  as  thofe  of  the  nation  the 
molt  favored;  and,  in  general  the  two 
parties  (ball  enjoy  in  the  ports  of  each  o- 
tber,  in  regared  to  commerce  and  naviga- 
tion, the  privileges  of  the  mo!t  favored 
nation. 

Art.  j,  The  citizens  and  inhabitants  of 
the  United  States,  fliall  be  at  liberty  to 
difpofe  by  teftament,  donation,  or  other- 
wife,of  theirgoods,  moveableand  immov- 
able,holden  in  the  territory  of  the  French 
Republic  in  Europe,  and  the  citrzensof 
the  French  Republic  (hall  have  the  fame 
liberty  with  regp.rd  to  goods  moveableand 
immoveable,  holden  in  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  in  favor  offi:ch  perfonsas 


'.hey  fli.ill  be  at  liberty,  to  withdraw 
themftve^  with  their  effects  snd  move- 
J  les,  which  they  fhali  be  at  liberty  to 
carry,  fe::d  away  or  fell,  as  ihey  pleafe; 
•viihotit  the  lea  it  obr.iuetion  ;  'nor  fliall 
their  eiTc.K  in;u  ll  lef,  their  perfons  be 
iVizeJ,  duijng  fuch  term  of  fix  months  ; 
on  the  contrary,  paiTports,  which  (hall 
be  v/.id  !'oi  a  time  neceliary  tor  tueirre- 
u:rn,  thai!  he  given  to  them  for  their 
veliVis  and  the  e:Tec:;s  which  they  fhall  be 
wilring  to  fend  away,  or  carry  with 
i.'ieni  ;  and  fuch  paffports  fliall  be  a  fafe 
conduit  ajfainU  all  infults  and  prizes; 
which  privateers  may  attempt  againft 
their  perfons  8e effects-  And  if  afry  thing 
hi  taken  from  them,  or  any  injury  done 
to  them  or  their  e'ffects,  hy  one  of  the 
panics,  their  citizens  or  inhabitants, 
within  the  term  above  prefcribed,  full 
fatisfaction  fhall  be  made  to  them  on  that 
account. 

Art.  9.  Neither  the  debts  due  from 
individuals  of  the  one  nation;  to  individu- 
als of  the  other,  nor  (hares,  nor  monies, 
which  they  may  have  in  public  funds,  or 
in  the  public  or  private  banks,  fliall  ever, 
in  any  event  of  war  or  of  nationl  differ- 
ence, befequeftered  or  confifcated. 

Art.  10.  It  fhall  be  free  for  the  two 
contracting  parties  to  appoint  commer- 
cial agents  for  the  protection  of  trade, 
to  refide  in  France  and  the  United  States. 
Either  party  may  except  fach  place  as 
may  be  thought  proper  from  the  relidence 
of  thofe  agenta.  Before  any  agent  fliall 
exercife  his  functions,  lie  fball  be  accep- 
ted in  the  ufual  forms  by  the  party  to 
whom  he  is  fent  ;  and  when  he  fliall 
have  been  accepted  and  furniQied  with  his 
exequatur,  he  fhall  enjoy  the  rights  and 
prerogatives  of  the  f.milar  agents  of  the 
moft  favored  nations. 

Art.  it.  The  citizens  of  the  French 
Republic  fliall  pav  in  the  ports  havens, 
roads,  countries,  lflands,  cities  and  towns 
of  the  United  States,  no  other  or  greater 
duties  or  imports,  of  what  nature  loever 
they  may  be,  or  by  what  name  foever 
called,  than  thofe  which  the  nations  moft 
favored  are,  or  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  ; 
and  they  fhall  enjoy  all  the  the  rights,  li- 
berties, privileges,  immunities  and  ex- 
emptions in  trade,  navigation  and  com- 
merce, whether  in  pafling  from  one  port  in 
the  faid  ftates  to  another,  of  in  going  to 
and  from  the  fame  from  and  to  any  part 
of  the  world,  which  the  faid  nations  do 
or  fhall  enjoy.  And  the  citizens  of  tbe 
United  States  fliall  reciprocally  enjoy  in 
the  territories  of  the  French  republic  in 
Europe,  the  fame  privileges  and  immu- 
nities, as  well  for  their  property  and  per- 
fons,  as  for  what  concerns  trade,  naviga- 
tion and  commerce^ 

Art.  12.  It  fliall  he  lawful  for  the  ci- 
tizens of  either  country  to  fail  with  their 
{hips  and  merchandize  (contraband  goods 
always  excepted)  from  any  pot*,  whate- 
ver to  any  port  of  the  enemy  of  thfe  other, 
and  to  fail  and  trade  with  their  fhips  and 
merchandize,  withaerfect  fecurity  and 
liberty,  from  tbe  OTjitries,  ports  and 
places  of  thole  whoTWc  enemies  of  both, 
or  of  either  party,  without  any  oppositi- 
on or  diftnrbance  whatfover,  and  to  pafs 
not  only  directly  from  the  places  and 
ports  of  the  enemv  aforementioned,  to 


neutral  ports  and  places,  but  alfo  from 
one  place,  belorgingto  an  enemv.  to  ano- 
ther place  teloi.gii.g  to  in  eneii  v,  vhei 
(her  they  be  under  the  jvrisdiction  of  tbe 
fame  power,  or  tinder  the  feveral;  unlefs 
fuch  ports  or  places  fhah  be  actually 
blockaded,  befieged  or  inveflcd. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens, 
that  veffels  fail  for  a  port  or  piece  be- 
longing to  an  enemv,  without  knowing 
that  the  fame  is  either  befieged,  1  iockaded 
or  inverted,  it  is  agreed  thrt  even  veffel 
focircumflanced,  mav  be  turned  away 
from  fuch  port  or  place,  but  fhe  fliall  net 
be  detained,  nor  any  part  of  her  cargo, 
If  not  contraband,  be  confiscated,  unlefi, 
after  notice  of  fuch  h'oekade  of  inveft- 
Thti\u  flie  fliall  again  attempt  to  enter ;  but 
(lie  fliall  be  permitted  to  v0  to  any  other 
port  or  place  fl.all  thint,  pr<;;:er.  Nor 
fhall  any  veffel  of  either,  tlut  jt&ay  have 
entered  into  fuch  port  »jr  place  bc\n  e  the 
fame  was  actually  befieged,  Ncc  kacVd  ot 
inverted  by  the  other  ;  be  refaa'u-ed  frblfi 
quitting  futh  place  with  her  cargo,  hp? 
if  found  therein  after  the  reduction  anil 
furrender  of  fuch  place,  fball  fuch  veffel 
or  her  cargo  be  liable  to  confifcation,  U-t 
they  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  owners  there, 
of. 

.  Art.  13.  In  order  to  regulate  w!  at 
(ball  be  deemed  contraband  of  war,  there 
fball  be  comprifed  under  that  denomina- 
tioni  gun-powder,  falt-pctre,  petards, 
match,  ball,  bombs,  grenades,  carcaflesf 
pikes,  halberts,fwords,  belts,  piftoJs,  hot- 
iters,  cavalry  fuddles  and  furniture,  can. 
non,  mortars,  their  carriages  and  beds, 
and  generally  all  kinds  of  arms,  ammuni- 
tion of  war,  and  infiruments  fit  for  the  ufe 
of  troops;  all  the  above  articles,  when- 
ever they  aredeitined  to  the  port  of  an 
enemy,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  contra- 
band, and  ;uft  objects  of  conficfrftion  ;but 
the  veffel  in  which  thev  are  larien,  and 
the  r.lidue  of  the  cargo,' (hal!  be  confidef- 
ed  free,  and  not  in  any  manner  infectc-4 
by  the  prohibited  goods,  whether  belong- 
ing to  the  fame,  or  a  different  owner; 

Art.  14.-  It  is  hereby  ftipulated  that 
free  fliips  fhall  give  n  freedom  to  goads, 
and  that  every  thing  fhall  be  deemed  to 
be  free  and  exempt  which  fliall  be  found 
on  board  the  fliips  belonging  to  the  citi. 
eensof  either  of  the  contracting  parties, 
although  the  whole  lading,  or  any  part 
thereof,  fliould  appertain  to  the  enemies 
of  the  other,  contraband  goods  being  al- 
ways excepted;  It  is  alfo  agreed,  in  like 
manner,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  exten- 
ded to  perfoiis  who  axe  On  board  a  free 
fiiip,  with  this  effect,  that  although  they 
be  enemies  to  either  party,  they  are  not  to 
be  taken  out  of  that  free  fliip,  "unlefs  they 
are  foldiers  and  in  actual  fervice  of  the 
enemy; 

Art.  t|i  On  the'  contrary,  it  is  agreed, 
that  whatever  fliall  be  found  to  be  laden 
by  the  citizens  of  eitiier  party  on  any 
(hip  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the 
other,  or  their  citizens,  fliall  be  confifca- 
ted without  deltinction  of  goods,  contra- 
band or  not  contraband,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy, 
except  fuch  goods  and  merchandizes  as 
were  put  on  board  fuch  fhip  before  the 
declaration  of  war,  or  even  after  fuch 
declaration,  if  fo  be  it  were  done  with- 
out knowledge  of  fuch  declaration  ;  fo 
that  the  goods  of  the  citizens  of  either 
part}',  whether  they  be  of  the  nature  of 
fuch  as  arc  prohibited,  or  otherwife, 
which,  as  is  afort:faid,  were  put  on  board 
any  (hip  belonging  art  enemy,  before  the 
war,  or  after  the  declaration  of  the  fame, 
without  the  knowledge  of  it,  fhall  np 
ways  be  liable  to  coiififcatior-,  but  fliall 
weii  and  truly  be  restored  without  delay 
to  the  proprietors  demanding  the  fame  ; 
but  fo  as  that  if  the  faid  merchandizes 
be  contraband,  it  fliall  not  be  any  ways 
lawful  to  carry  them  afterwards  to  any 
ports  belonging  to  the  enelny. 

The  two  contracting  parlies  agree,  that 
the  term  of  two  months  being  paffed  af- 
ter the  declaration  of  war,  their  refpec- 
tive  citizens,  from  whatever  part  of  the 
world  they  come,  fliall  not  plead  the  ig- 
norance mentioned  in  this  article. 

Art.  16.  The  merchant  (hips  belong-* 
ing  to  the  citizens  of  either  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  which  fhall  be  bound  to 
a  port  of  the  enemy  of  one  of  the  par- 
ties, and  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and 
the  articles  of  their  cargo,  there  ihall  be 
juft  grounds  of  fufpicion,  fhall  be  obliged 
to  exhibit,  as  well  upon  the  high  feas  as 
in  the  ports  or  roads,  not  only  their  paff- 
ports, but  likewife  their  certificates, 
(hewing  that  their  goods  are  not  of  the 


quality  of  thofe  which  are  fpecified  to  be 
contraband  in  the  thirteenth  article  of 

the  prefent  convention. 

Aft*  17.  And  that  captures  cn  light 
fufpicions  may  be  avoided,  and  injuries 
thence  anting  prevented,  it  is  agreed, 
tint  when  one  party  (hall  be  engaged,  in 
war",  and  the  other  party  be  neuter,  the 
fhips  of  the  neutral  party  fliall  be  fur- 
Tl ilbed  with  paffports  iimilar  to  that  de- 
ferred in  the  fourth  article,  that  it  may 
appear  thereby  that  the  fhips  really  be- 
long to  the  citizens  of  the  neutral  party; 
thev  (hall  be  valid  fcr  any  number  of 
voyages,  but  ilia  1 1  be  renewed  every  vear, 
that  is,  if  the  (hip  happens  to  return 
home  in  the  fpace  of  a  year.  IT  the 
fhips  are  hden,  they  fliall  he  provided 
not  only  with  the  paflports  above  menti- 
rjhed,  'out  alfo  with  certificates  fimilar  lo 
thole  defcribed  in  the  fame  article,  fo 
that  it  maybe  known  whether  they  c?.v- 
ry  any  CdAtrabattd  goods.  No  oibfr  pa 
per  fliall  be  required,  any  ufaga  or  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary  notw/lhdanding. 
And  if  it  Iha'.l  appear  fro&t  the  laid  cer- 
tificates that  there  arc  contraband  goods 
on  board,  the  fhips  lhall  be  permitted  to 
proceed  on  their  voyage.  If  it  fhall  ap- 
pear from  the  cmificaies,  that  there  'are 
contraband  goods  on  board  aity  fuch  Ihip, 
and  the  commander  of  the  fame  (hall  of- 
fer to  driver  theni  >:p,  the  offer  fliall  be 
accepted,  and  tlrtt  (hip  fliall  be  at  liberty 
to  pjrfue  i's  voyage,  uidefs  the  quantity 
cf  'he  co  ntraband  goods  be  greater  than 
can  tWveniently  be  received  on  board 
trie  Onp  of  war  or  privateer,  in  which 
cafe  the  (hip  may  be  carried  into  port  for 
t/'.c  delivery  of  the  fame. 
'  If  any  (hip  fliall  not  be  furniflied  with 
fuch  pail  port  or  certificates  as  are  above 
required  for  the  fame,  fuch  cafe  may  be 
examined  by  a  proper  judge  or  tribunal, 
and  if  it  fhall  appear  from  other  docu- 
ments or  proofs,  admiffible  by  the  ufage 
of  nations,  that  the  fhip  belongs  to  the 
citizens  of  the  neutral  party,  it  lhall  not 
beconfifcatcd,  but  fliall  be  releafed  with 
her  cargo  (contraband  goods  excepted) 
ar.d  be  permitted  to  proceed  on  her  voy- 
age. 

If  the  mafter  of  a  fhip,  named  in  the 
paflport,  fliould  happen  to  die  or  be  re- 
moved by  an  other  caufe,  and  another 
put  in  his  place,  the  flnp  and  cargo  lhall 
neverthelefs  be  equally  fecure,  and  the 
palfport  remain  in  full  force. 

Art.  18.  If  the  (hips  of  the  citizens  of 
either  of  the  parties  fliall  be  met  with, 
either  failing  along  the  coafls,  or  on  the 
high  das,  by  any  ihip  of  war  or  privateer 
of  the  ether  1  for  the  avoiding  of  any  ail- 
order,  the  laid  fhips  of  war  or  privaters 
fnail  remain  out  of  cannon  (hot,  and  may 
fend  their  boats  on  board  the  merchant 
fhip  which  they  lhall  not  meet  with,  and 
may  enter  her  to  the  number  of  two  or 
three  men  only,  to  whom  the  mailer  or 
commander  of  fuch  fhip  (lull  exhibit  his 
paflport  concerning  the  property  of  the 
ihip,  made  out  according  to  the  form  pre- 
ferred in  the  fourth  article.  And  it  is 
exprefsly  agreed  that  the  neutral  party 
fhall  in  no  cafe  be  required  to  go  on  board 
the  examining  veffel  for  the  purpofe  of 
exhibiting  his  papers,  or  for  any.  other 
examination  whatever. 

Art.  19.  It  is  exprefsly  agrfed  by  the 
contracting  parties,  that  the  flipulations 
above  mentioned,  relative  to  the  conduct 
to  be  obferved  on  the  fea  by  the  cruifers 
of  the  belligerent  partv  towards  the  (hips 
of  the  neutral  party,  (hall  be  applied  on- 
ly to  (hips  failing;  without  convoy  ;  and 
when  the  faid  (hips  fhall  be  convoyed,  it 
being  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  ob- 
fcrve  all  the  regard  due  to  the  protecti- 
on of  the  flagdifplaved  by  public  (hips, 
it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  vifit  them  :  but 
the  verbal  declaration  of  the  comman- 
der of  the  convoy,  that  the  (hips  he  con- 
voys belong  to  the  nation  whofe  flag  he 
carries,  and  that  they  have  no  contra- 
band goods  onboard,  fhall  be  confidered 
by  the  refpeftive  cruifers  as  fully  fuffi- 
cent  :  the  two  parties  reciprocally  en- 
gaging not  to  admit  under  the  protection 
of  their  convoys,  fhips  which  fliall  carry 
contraband  goods  deftined  to  an  enemy. 

Art.  ao.  In  all  cafes  where  veilels  fliall 
be  captured  or  detained  under  pretence 
of  tarrying  to  the  enemy  contraband 
goods,  the  captor  lhall  give  a  receipt  for 
fuch  of  the  papers  of  the  veffel  as  he 
fhall  retain,  which  receipt  fliall  be  annex- 
ed to  a  def  rintiltfliliof  the  faid  papers: 
and  it  fliall  be  unlawful  to  brc.ik  u;i  or 
open  the  hatches,  chefts,  trunks,  calks, 
bales,  dt  veffels,  found  on  board,  or  re- 
move the  fmalleft  part  of  the  goods,  un- 
lefs  the  lading  be  brought  01  Ihore  in 
prefence  of  the  competent  oflicers,  and 
an  inventory  be  made  by  them  of  the  laid 
goods.  Nor  fliall  it  be  lawful  lo  fell;  ex- 
change or  alienate  the  fame  in  any  man- 
ner, unlefs  »here  fhall  have,  bsen  lawful 
procefs,  and  th$  competent  judge  or  judg- 
es (hall  have-  pronouned  againd  fuch 
£oods  i'eutence  of  canfifcajioii,  laving  al- 


ways the  (hip  and  iht)  ether  goods  which | 
it  contains*! 

Art.  ai.  And  that  proper  care  may  be  j 
taken  of  the  veffel  and  cargo,  andeir-: 
bezzleincni  prevented,  it  is  agreed"that  it  I 
fliall  not  be  lawful  lo  remove  the  mailer, 
commander  or  fupercargo  of  any  captur- 
ed fhip  from  on  board  thereof,  cither  dur-  jj 
h»g  the  lime  the  fhip  may  be  at  fea  after  j 
her  capture,  or  pending  ihe  proceedings 
againil  her,  or  her  cargo,  or  any  thing  re- 
lative thereto.  And  in  all  cafes  where  a 
veffel  of  the  citizens  of  either  party 
lhall  be  captured,  or  feized,  i&k  aeld  for 
adjudication,  her  oiliceir'.  paflengers  and 
crew  ahull  be  h-jip'rably  treated.  They 
fli-il  not  be. .i-n'prifoned  or  deprived  of 
any  parti>'"  their  wearing  apparel,  nor  of 
the  pi'tfeiiion  and  ufe  of  (heir  money,  not 
exceeding  for  the  cap' ain,fupercargo  and  j 
mate  five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  for  ' 
the  tailors  ar.d  paflengers,  one  hundred 
dollars  each. 

Art.  12.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  in 
all  cafes,  the  eftablhhed  courts  for  prize 
caufegjih  the  country  to  which  the  prizes 
may  be  coi'tiucled,  fliall  alone  take  cogui- 
Saneti  of  them.  And  whenever  fuch  tribu- 
nal of  ttiherof  the  partiesfhallpronounce 
judgment  againft  any  veffel,  goods  or  pro- 
perty claimed  by  the  citizens  of  the 
other  party,  the  fentene'e  or  decree,  fliall 
mention  the  reafons  or  motives  on  which 
the  Tame  fliall  have  been  founded  and  en 
authenticated  copy  of  the  fento'nee  or 
decree,  &  of  all  the  proceedings  in  the 
cafe,  fhall  if  demanded  be  delivered  to 
the  ccnirnsndcr  or  agent  of  the  faid  veffel, 
without  any  delay,  he  paying  the  legal 
fees  for  the  fame. 

Art.  jfij.  And  that  more  abundant 
care  may  be  taken  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
refpec'tive  citizens  of  the  contracting 
parties,  and  to  prevent  their  differing 
injuries  by  the  men  of  war  or  priv»teer3 
of  either  party;  all  commanders  of  fhips 
of  war  and  privateers,  and  all  others  the 
faid  citizens,  (hall  forbear  doing  any  da- 
mage to  thofe  of  the  other  party,  or  com- 
mitting any  outrage  againlt  them,  and  it 
they  act;  to  the  contrary  they  (hall  be  pu- 
niflied,  and  fliall  alfo  be  bound  in  their 
perfons  and  eltates  to  make  fatisfaetion 
and  reparation  for  all  damages  and  the 
intereft  thereof,  of  whatever  nature  the 
faid  damages  may  be. 

For  this  caufe  all  commanders  of  pri- 
vateers, before  they  receive  their  com- 
imffiongj  fliall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  give 
before  a  competent  judge,  furficieiit  fe- 
curity by  at  lead  two  refponfible  fure- 
ties,  who  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  pri- 
vateer, each  of  whom,  together  with  the 
laid  commander,  fliall  be  jointly  and  fe- 
verally  bound  in  the  fum  of  feven  thou- 
fand  dollars  or  thirty  fix  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  francs,  or  if  fuch 
(hips  be  provided  with  above  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feamenor  foldier3,  in  the  fum  of 
fourteen  thoufand  dollars  orfeventy  three 
thoufand  fix  hundred  and  forty  francs, 
to  fatisfy  all  damages  and  injuries,  which 
the  faid  privateer,  or  her  officers,  or  men, 
or  any  of  them,  may  do  or  commit  during 
their  cruife,  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  this 
convention  or  to  the  laws  and  inflecti- 
ons for  regulating  their  conduct ;  and 
further,  that  in  all  cafes  of  aggreflions 
the  faid  coininiflion  fliall  be  revoked  and 
annulled. 

Art.  24.  When  the  fhips  of  war  of  the 
two  contracting  parties  or  thofebelonging 
to  their  citizens  which  are  armed  in  war, 
fliall  be  admiited  to  enter  with  their  pri- 
zes the  ports  of  either  of  the  two  par- 
ties, the  faid  public  or  private  fliips,  as 
well  as  their  prizes,  (hall  not  be  obliged 
to  pay  any  duty  either  to  the  officers  of 
the  place,  the  judges  or  any  others;  nor 
lhall  fuch  prizes,  when  they  come  to  and 
enter  the  ports  of  either  party,  he  ar- 
retted or  feized,  nor  fliall  the  officers  of 
the  place  make  examination  concerning 
the  lawfulnefs  of  fuch  prizes ;  but 
they  may  hoift  fail  at  any  time  and  de- 
part and  carry  their  prizes  to  the 
places  expreffed  in  their  commiflions, 
which  the  commanders  of  fuch  fliips  of 
war  fliall  be  obliged  to  (hew.  It  is  al- 
ways underftood  that  the  flipulations  of 
this  article  fliall  not  extend  beyond  the 
privileges  of  the  moll  favoured  nation. 

Art.  25.  It  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
foreign  privateers  who  have  commiflions 
from  any  prince  or  (late  in  enmity  with 
either  nation,  to  fit  their  fliips  in  the 
ports  of  either  nation,  to  fell  their  pri- 
zes, or  in  any  manner  to  exchange  them  ; 
neither  fliall  they  be  allowed  to  purchafe 
provilions,  except  fuch  as  fliall  be  necef- 
fary  for  their  going  to  the  next  port  of 
that  prince  or  (late,  from  which ,they 
have  received  their  commiflions. 

Art.  26.  It  is  further  agreed,  that 
both  the  laid  contr^fting  panies  fliall  not 
only  refufe  to  reiJfoe  any  pirates  into 
any  of  their  porSPRavcns  or  towns,  or 
permit  any  of  their  inhabitants  to  receive, 
protect,  harbor,  conceal  or  afiiil  them,  in 
any  manner,  but  will  bring  :o  condign 


punifhment  all  fuch  inhabitants  as  fliall 
be  guilty  of  fuch  acts  or  offences. 

And  all  their  (Lips,  with  the  goods  or 
merchandizes  taken  by  them  and  brought 
into  the  port  of  either  of  the  faid  parties, 
lhall  be  feized  as  far  as  they  can  be  ^cov- 
ered, ai  d  fliall  be  reftored  to  the  owners 
or  their  factors  or  agents  duly  authorised 
by  them  ;  (proper  evidence  being  firfi 
given  before  competent  judge',  for  prov- 
ing the  property)  even  in  cafe  fuch  etledts 
fliould  have  paired  into  other  hands  by 
fale,  if  it  be  proved  that  the  buyers  knew 
or  had  good  reafon  to  believe  or  fnfpeCl, 
that  thty  had  been  piratically  taken. 

Aft:  27;  Neither  party  will  intermed 
die  in  the  fiflieries  of  the  other  on  its 
coafts,  nor  difturb  the  other  in  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  rights  which  it  now  holds  or 
may  acquire  on  th?  toad  of  Newfound- 
land, in  the  gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  or 
elfewhcre,  on  the  American  coaflfnorih- 
ward  of  the  United  Slates.  But  the 
whale  and  feal  fiflieries  fliall  be  free  to 
both  in. every  quarter  of  the  world. 

This  convention  fliall  be  ratified  on 
both  tides  in  due  form,  and  the  ratifica- 
tions exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  months 
or  fooner  if  poflible. 

In  faith  whereof  the  rcfpeciive  pleni- 
potentiaries b«ve  figned  the  above  arti- 
cles both  in  the  French  and  Englifh  lan- 
£J~£es,  and  they  have  thereto axfiied  their 
(eals ;  declaring  neverthelefs  that  the 
iigning  in  the  two  languages,  fliall  not  be 
brought  into  precedent,  nor  in  any  way 
operate  to  the  prejudice  of  either  party. 

Done  at  Paris  the  eighth  day  of  Ven- 
demaire  of  the  ninth  year  of  the 
French  Republic,  the  thirtieth  day 
of  September,  Anno  Domini  eigh- 
teen hundred.

full  powers,  the  tenor  of  which  conven- 
tion follows  :  [Here  follows  a  copy  of 
the  convention  in  the  French  language  ] 
Approves  the  above  convention  in  all 
?<  each  of  the  articles  \vhi  ;h  are  therein 
contained  ;  declares  that  it  is  accepted, 
ratified  and  confirmed,  and  promifes  that 
it  fliall  be  inviolably  obferved. 

The  government  of  the  United  States

"  Enclofed  I  fend  you  fome  late  Paris 
papers,  which  I  with  may  arrive  in  time 
to  give  you  an  opportunity  of  communi- 
cating fome  interesting  particulars  to  the 
public.  An  expedition  is  preparing  in 
levera!  ports,  faid  to  be  deftinedfor  the 
different  iflands  in  the  Welt  Indies,  but 
particularly  in  St.  Domingo — [probably 
for  New  Orleans] — It  being  the  decided 
intention  of  the  French  government  to 
rcpoflefs  the  fole  fovereignty  of  that 
ifland,  and  of  courfe  to  deftroy  not  only 
the  new  conflitution  of  Touflaint,  but  to 
put  the  flaves  on  the  fame  footing  as  be- 
fore the  revolution. — The  peace  has  oc- 
cafioned  a  general  joy  in  France,  and 
there  can  be  little  doubt  but  the  effects 
of  it  will  be  very  advantageous  to  this 
country.  Buonaparte  is  beloved  by  all 
ranks  of  people,  and  I  believe  him  as  pow- 
erful as  any  fovereign  in  Europe.
